In 1915, he married Louise 
Gunning, renowned light op¬ 
era star of that time, and 
together they created a cen¬ 
ter for music and musicians 
at their Sierra Madre horde, 

500 N. Adams. 

MR. SEILING organized 
the Brahms Chamber Music 
Society of Los Angeles and 
was professor of violin for 
many years at Occidental 
College, Redlands and River¬ 
side. 

He and his wife created an 
outdoor bowl at their home 
in 1937 in which the acous¬ 
tics were so perfect that a 
thousand persons facing the 
concrete platform could hear 
each nuance of the music 
being performed. Several 
hundred friends of the Seil- 
ings attended the opening 
concert in the bowl on Aug. 

29, 1937. 

Professor Seiling was also 
active in civic affairs here 
and served on the City Coun¬ 
cil and Planning Commission. 

He is largely responsible for 
the uniform planting of trees 
in the city.

DARK FRUITCAKE 
(About 15 pounds) 

1 lb. glazed pineapple 

1 lb. blanched almonds 
l 3 /4 lb. fresh dates 

15 oz. seeded raisins 
1/2 lb. sliced candied 
orange peel 

2 cups sugar 

2 oz. melted bitter 
chocolate 
1 cup fruit juice 

1 tsp. salt 

2 tsp. allspice 
1 tsp. soda 

1 lb. glazed cherries 
1 lb. shelled pecans 
15 oz. currants 
1/2 lb. sliced citron 
V 2 lb. sliced candied 
lemon peel 

1 lb. butter or margerine 
1 cup honey or molasses 
12 eggs 

6 cups all purpose flour 

1 tbs. cinnamon 

2 tsp. nutmeg 

Method: 

1. Cut fruit into desired- 
size pieces, leaving cherries 
and nut meats whole. 

2. Cream butter or margar¬ 
ine, to which add sugar 
gradually. Then stir in 
honey or molasses. 

3. Add melted chocolate. 

4. Sift flour with other dry 
ingredients two or three 
times to blend spices 
through flour thoroughly. 

5. Beat eggs to mix well 
but not excessively. 

6 . Add dry ingredients al¬ 
ternately with fruit juice 
and eggs. Beat until all 
lumps are removed. 

7. Add fruit to batter. 

8 . Pour into pans lined 
with waxed paper and bake 
at 275 degrees F. until done 
in center. (About 2-2% hours 
in 1 lb. coffee tins.) 

9. Remove from pans. Re¬ 
move paper. Wrap in fresh 
waxed paper. Store in tightly 
covered tin box.
